Remarks 

In the Official Communication, the Examiner stated that the BPAI affirmed the rejection 
against independent claims 1,16, 27, and 29; but reversed the rejection against claims 7 and 15. 
A one month time period was set for the Applicant to present the dependent claim(s) in 
independent form. 

In response, the Applicant has rewritten claim 7 in independent form and amended the 
remaining claims to depend therefi-om. Additionally, the Applicant has added claim 30 which is 
merely claim 15 rewritten in independent form. 

Conclusion 

Claims 3, 4, 6-14, and 30 are now in condition for allowance. As set forth above, 
Apphcants submit that these claims are allowable and thus respectfully request allowance of the 
same.
